iner.s, and after a careful perusal I can 
see nothing in the School Act or Exam- 
iner.s' Regulations to prevent it, to e.^- 
araine iiny''nartibular''b"aiidiUate. after 
the formal exa1iii'ii'ati6n'f5''sSo'i'f they 
iie^lj understood the qiiestidh's 'before 
tjieni'^ ih tiiat examination. The ex- 
amination is not to bo a farce but 
:( reality. It is to be a test of the 
tjie capability, not only forgetting cor- 
rect anBwer.s',.^but for.Bh'owing the mode 
a^d^^-^lainirig^ to cKildren- tho princi- 
pil.^and way in whicli they are arrived 
atf„.''And surely it is no reflection on 
any one that tlio}' have arrived a little 
too rapidly, some do intentionally, 
at a correct conclusion. It is the ex- 
oi_uiin,era' duty to see they ^do under- 
stand the process by wliicli their minds 
liavo reached that conclusion. There 
is not a Word that I can .sec in the afli- 
davits to tlie Kule ^\'('.s/, that indicates 
iiiiy charge of uinla fides or anything 
fl.se iigainsc tlio njiplicant in the corres 
. pnndtnice tlioy disclose. Mucli stress 
' was laid by tho learned counsel for the 
npplicaut on''tho'«5allegabioa .that tl 
.applicant believed she had obtained 
" tlie proper number of marks to enti- 
tle her to a first class grade li certifi- 
cate. If that were of itself aground 
for asking for a first class grade 13 cer- 
tificate, and issuing a iiigh j)rerogative 
wri)/^ to 'bring the examiners before 
the Court to show cause why they did 
not give it, it would be equally a cause 
for every other disapjioiutod candidate 
who thought he had ])assed or done 
enough to pas.y to ask forthesauK? relief. 
It was .sought to be laid down that 
wlien a certain number of marks pre- 
scribed bj- the Regulations as a maxi- 
mum for a ]inrliculaT' grade had been 
obtained, the cei'tilicato was a matter of 
right cnforcable by niaiulamus. What 
is there in tho .^ct or tho Kegnhitions to 
show that? If there bo I have failed to 
see it. All I .sec there is that tho ex- 
aminers are to examine and test the ca- 
pabilities of .the..tcachcrs, and not to 
give a certificate for^^ a particular class 
or grade unless tho applicant had ob- 
tained 40 j)C'r cent.. 50, GO or 70, or oth- 
er percentage, as the case may be, "of 
the total number of marks attached to 
the subjects of examination" for partic- 
ular class certificate, arid at least 30 
(or 40) per cunt, (as tho case may be) 
"of.theimatks attached to each particu- 
lar^'subjeci." Tlio dotormination of 
whetlier a pai'ticular candidate is to 
liav'.! a jiartioular certificate does not 
depend alone on tliat: the duty of tho 
examiner.s is to do something more; not 
merely to obtain correct answers, but to 
show an intelligent appreciation of tho 
modo of working out tlie results, and to 
neetliat tjjpy avo porroctly arrived at, 
Th^yhavo'also "to see that they are 
correctly attained in other ways] so 
that- the mere allotment of a specific 
number of marks to a particular candi- 
date by no means creates a legal right 
to a certificate; and if "passing" means 
oplyvl that, jmssing would create no 
tfegalirtght; -• According to my view it 
would' only be created, when every- 
thing reasonable had been done to 
make the examiners satisfied of the 
success of the candidate. Then again 
the nature of the benefit, to bo derived 
from an examination is not by any 
means.deypid :of'. uncertainty. It is 
not alrijehi'to property, it is merely u, 
figtff-ttr-^privilego which may or may 
not be pvoductivo of money. Its 
value is contingent. It is not, obtained' 
until it has been either, formally so 
declared oi" every step has been itaken 
short of that, . formal declrtratiori, Tho 
learned counsel for the applicant laid 
stress on the unfairness -of offering to 
one candidate a chance which was not 
offered to all the re.st of tho disappoint- 
td ones. ,X copfoBB I could not follow

him in that, for in the present case tho 
correct answers liad been given. In 
the others not; or, if given, they ma}' 
have been rejected on other grounds 
perniitted by tho Act. It was fair and 
right, as far as I am abbi to judge, if 
any such consideration, as I have 
mentioned, or any other, occurred to 
tho examiner.s, indeed it appears to 
mo duo to tho applicant' ''herself that 
she should have an op[)ortunity of 
clearing it up before the final decision 
was arrived at, and if there were more 
than one similar circumstance the .same 
opportunity should have been given. 
From the nature of the case it could 
not Imve been general;' Wrid'sucli^might 
fairly he deemed well within the spirit 
and moaning of the Act. 

There is a suggestion of hostility on 
the part of tlie superintendent to tho 
applicant as guiding his conduct to- 
wards the latter in this matter. But 
even if true no reason- whatever or 
evidence is given to lead to the infer- 
ence that it is so, and that would not 
e.itend to tho majority of tho exami- 
ners, who cannot bo sus[)ocicd of such 
evil thoughts, and would .soon bring 
suchsinister^ptives to the^ipaddightof 
day, and there*^i8 am'pi'o reanori^for tho 
course taken without having recoursa 
to such extravagant surmi.sea which if 
true would utterly unfit a superintend- 
ent of education for tho duties of his 
position. 

Had the applicant accepted tho ofTer, 
worked out her answers and then.been 
improperly rejected such an unsupport- 
ed insinuation might have had some 
chance of being attended to. Tho 
learned counsel for the applicant .says 
there is no other remedy but amanda- 
mus ; but at the sanie time considered 
the Lieutenant-Governor .in Council a 
presumably ''fair ;tribunal"r.to: whom to 
appeal in case of 'tho suspension of a 
certificate by tho superintendent after 
it is granted. What makes it less so 
in the present case, before tho cerLifir..- 
cato is granted ? 

Is not that the real tribunal in such 
cases contemplated, however imperfect 
and imperatively pointed to by tho 
act. The punishment would be swift, 
for the executive could dismiss birn in 
a moment. 

And now we come to tlie question of 
discretion : Is the element of dis- 
cretion so mixed up with tho ques- 
tion of e::amination us to prevent it be- 
ing an obligation which can be made 
the subject of mandamus ? 

It will be seen from what I liavo al- 
ready said, that at every step of carry- 
ing out the regulations there treated of, 
the discretion of the examiners is con- 
stantly being called into play. 

What -is the procosa of j^exaraination 
but the constant exercise' of discretion 
from first to last, in theclioiceof subjects, 
the questions, the marks, the execution, 
results; whether ^o/irt AV/e the work 
. the candidate, or therosuitof extrinsic 
or surreptitiousaid, the re-examining on 
]-)articular points to confirm results, or 
teat intelligent work, the balancing of 
claims to ascertain the particular grade, 
and to establisii relative positions in the 
list. 

The very words of tho Act, section 8, 
sub-section 1. The examiners shall 
examine teachers, and fft-atU a certifi- 
cate, cannot mean shall grant to all 
persons whether fitting or not. Tlio 
word (/rdiil must iti'dude to refuse, and 
M-liat is that but a continuous discre- 
tion / I speak as one not totally ignor- 
ant of examinations and the duties of 
cxamii'"''s when I say that I know of 
scarcal} any literary or other occupa- 
tion which calls for a more continuous 
exercise of discretion from first to last 
than such examination. It is only 
when the definite conclusion has been 
finally arrived at and the certificate has 
cither been granted or refused, that 
any certainty can be said to have been 
attained; In my judgiuent, therefore, 
that certainty of right which is neces- 
sary in order to support a mandamus, 
does not exist here, and, consequently 
that mandamus does not lie. In my 
judgment, therefore, the rule must bo 
quashed, and, as it asks for co.sts, with 
cost.s, J.

LoNDox, Dec. 25. — The postoffice 
department has ordered 20,000 tele- 
phones for postal service. 

The Boycott relief fund now amounts 
to .£1000. 

LoKUON', Dec. 26. — A great snow 
storm prevailed in the north of Scot- 
land from Friday until Stmday morn- 
ing, A number of trains are imbed- 
ded in .snosvbanks and traflio stopped. 

Pkiili.n-, Dec. 25. — Many Jews re- 
siding ill Berlin avoid appearing in 
public localities. Miiny Jewish fana- 
tics are preparing to migrate to Bel- 
gium, Franco and England. 

Ro.ME, Dec. 27. — The ])ublication of 
tiie note in Ozzer Yatone Eoraano, in 
which the jiopo discloses tho serious 
character of tin; agitation in Ireland, 
is one of the topics of conversation 
among British Catholics hero. Tliese 
are divided into two groups, active 
sympa^bizers with the laml league, and 
those who feel how serious may be the 
consequence to Cacholicism in Great 
Britain, sho'jld tho iiope bo supposed to 
favor the movement in Ireland. Tho 
latter are greatly iu.the majority, Irish 
colleges, however, which have constant 
access to the Vatican and influence with 
the clerical press, spare no effort to 
convince the popo that the agitation is 
legitimate and the condition in Ireland 
grossly exaggerated by the fjondon 
newspapers.

Nkw Youk, Dec. 7. — A young but- 
cher named Franz Axler, nineteen 
years old, came to tho dispensary at- 
tached to Beliey^^^ospltal on No.v- 
ember 21st, and astecT for medical 
treatment for rheumatic pains and 
fever from which ho said he was suffer- 
ing. Dr. Ilomniingway, tho dispensary 
[di \ hloian, sent Axler to the ward of 
Dr, Geo. H. i\Iullcr, jr., where a day 
or two afterward Dr. Muller discover- 
ed that Axler was not suffering from 
rheumatic pains .but from trichinosis. 
Tho facility 6^ 'thb Hospital became in- 
terested in the ca.so, and Prof. Janewav 
cut a piece of muscular tiissue the size 
of an old-fashioned three cent piece from 
the patient's arm. It was found to con- 
tain, when subjected to microaoopic 
scrutiny, no less than thirteen trichina;. 
On Saturday Axler died, and to-day an 
autopsy was made of his body. His 
entire system was found to bo impreg- 
nated with trichinic ; the muscles and 
tissues of the body were filled with 
them, and in his intestines wore found 
parent trichina; in various stages of re- 
production. There were millions of 
parasites in his body, which were sub- 
jected to tho microscope, when it was 
found to bo fairly alive with them. 

There was an incident of tho landing 
of tho French actress at Now York 
which had a certain curiousncss of con- 
trast. As tho passengers gathered 
near tho gang-plank of tho Amdrique, 
all in the mortal dread of spending

But 
Mrs. Lincoln, with her nephew, moved 
toward tho gate? * A' fpolieeman -^^-vigi- 
lantly touched her. on the shoulder and 
bade her stand back, and back shfi stop- 
ped, while all the people there were 
jammed asida to let Miss Bernhardt's 
carriage draw up. When she had re- 
lieved the ferry house of her presence 
tho widow of Abraham Lincoln was al-

Your corfbspotiddnt says the 
Phenix had §23,C7G unsettled firo losses 
on Dec. 31st, 1870. !/7i!.s i,s a falsehood; 
not one single dollar did the Company owe 
which Wits not paid, (soo Blue Book 1S79.) 

Tho §23,C7C ho refers to were Marine 
lnssf.3 in Course of adjustment, and anybody 
but a gumlioad knows these losses aro 
different in their nature from fire losses. 

As regards his statement that no Brit- 
ish Company had any outstanding clnims, 
the Bhio Book says tho Royal alono had 
$19,833.40, of .vliich §3,020 wore resisted 
and in suit, and §2,000 not resisted (soo 
Blue Book). So much for tho voracity of 
tho English extortioners. 

Your correspondent soonis in tho habit 
of making sweeping assertions without 
foundation in fact ; and tho ono cited 
above shon's what his assertions are 
worth. Ho says every vliiu'ri'can- Insur- 
anco Company that has ever done busi- 
ness hero lias failed. Does ho mean that 
tho "Union" of San Francisco is shakoy ? 
Wo always tliouglit that a good company, 
"It is a dirty bird tliat fouls his own 
nest." 

Thoro was but ono small American firo 
office doing business hero. Its name was 
the People's Company, and it withdrew of 
its own accord and nobody lost any money 
by it. 

Tho. first fir>t-clas3 American firo com- 
pany that over opened an oflico hero is 
tho Phouix of Brooklyn, and it has been 
in business in th.e United St.ates since 
18r)3 ; has progressed in magnitude of bus- 
iness from year to year and paid every 
lossagainst itsiuceorg.anization. Lastyoar 
it stood fifth on tlio list,including English 
companies, in amount of premiums re- 
ceiyod in the United States. 

Tho reason j'our correspondent is so en- 
raged is that tho English corupauics are 
losing tlioir business and none more so 
than liimself. The public aeo that it is 
high time to break tho iron ring that the 
combination had forced liitlierto round their 
necks and givo their business where it 
finds justice done to thorn. After trying by 
all sorts of misrepresentation at tho hoad 
offices, both in England and in New York, 
to coinpel H, 'F.- 'HKisTERiirAN «& Co. to 
join thoir combination and signally failing 
therein, they suddenly discover (tho 
fossils!) that thero is a plentiful supply of 
w.ater and, oh I generosity, reduce tho 
rates one quaiier 'pcr cent ! ! ! 

But it is no use ; the public see through 
tho dodge .and continue to leave tho Eng- 
lish offices because they can do bettor

Kervice to Yalo during the winter 
months, the necessity for an increase 
in tfaatr service to a senu-weekly. one, 
and an increaio in tlie scrviqeJiQ.

a. m, and close at 4 p. m. 

6. In case of a- poll - at an election for 
Mayor and Oouncillora the vote shall be 
given by ballot. 

1. The ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper (in this Bylaw called a bal- 
iot paper) showing tho names and occu- 
pations of the candidates lor thn nfUce of 
Councillor. lu Johnson Street Ward, in 
addition to such ballot paper, there shall 
bo an additional ballot paper showing the 
names and descriptions of the candidates 
for the office of Mayor ; each ballot ]).apor 
shall have a number printed uu the back 
and ahall have attached a counterfoil with 
the same number printed on the face. At 
tho time of voting tho ballot paper shall 
bo marked on both sides with an ofHcial 
mark and delivered to tho voter within 
tho polling station, and the number of 
such voter on tho Register nr List of 
Municipal Voters shall bo marked on the 
counterfoil, and tho voter, havingsecrotly 
marked his vote on tho paper and folded 
it up so as to conceal his vote shall place 
it in a closed bo.\ in the presence of the 
officer presiding at tho Polling Station 
after having shown to him the official 
mark on the back. - , - 

8. Any ballot paper which lias iiot on 
the back tho ofBcial mark, or on which 
votes are given to more candidates than 
tho voter is entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything except tho said number 
on tho back is written ormarked by which 
the vote can bo identified shall bo void 
and not counted. 

9. After the closo of tho poll the ballot 
boxes shall bo cloGed up so as to prevent 
the insertion of additional ballotpapersand 
shall be taken chargo of by the Returning 
Oflicer for Yates Street Ward and that 
officer shall in the presence of such of the 
candidates as may be in attendance, or 
their agents, and of tho Returning Ofhcor 
open tho ballot boxes at the now Council 
Chambers, Douglas street, in the said city, 
and ascertain tho result of tho poll by 
counting tho votes given to each candi- 
date, nud ehall forthwith declare to bo 
elected the candidates or candidate to 
whom the majority of votes have been 
given, 

10. Wlicn an equality of votes is found 
to exist between any candidatoB at , an 
election, and the addition of a vote would 
entitle any of suph candidates to be de- 
clared elected the Returning Officer shall, 
provided ho be qualified as a Municipal 
olector,give such additional vote, but shall 
not ill any other case bo entitled to vote 
at an election for. which ho is Returning 
OiHcor. 

11. And for the purpose of regulating 
the mode of procedure at such election and 
of conducting tlio said polls section one 
of tho Bylaw entitled a "Bylaw to regulate 
the election of a Mayor and CobiiciUors 
for tho City of Victoria in the j*6ar- 1876" 
commencing: If any candidate nominated 
during the time appointed, etc, together 
with all the subsequent sections of the 
said Bylaw and the schedule thereto ap- 
pended aro hereby incorporated with this 
Bylaw and shall be road together with 
this BylitW,.,as^.if , the same had been re- 
enacted, word ' for ' word, herein and 
hereby. 

This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "The Municipal Elections By- 
law, 1381."

The result was that Luigi 
and Beatrice Matv.ella died of their 
wounds, and that Camilla, though es- 
caping with life, has in consequence of 
hers remained . ! 

PAUALY'SED AND SPKBCHLESS. 

Tlio unibrolla which had been observed 
in the hands of ono of tlio murderers 
was ultimately tiio means of loading to 
their conviction, which linsjust taken 
place at the Assize Court at Bari, the 
prisoiier.s having finally confessed thoir 
guilt. .Five of the gang have been con-, 
denincd to death, Thoy were all old 
ofl'ender.s, known to tho polico. But 
there i.s not tho sniulie.st chance that 
any one of thcic* murderers will be exe- 
cuted, which they know just as well as 
everybody else.

A Land of Diamonds. 

Writing from the Capo of Good 
Hoi'io a correspondent of tho Hartford 
Times says ; This is truly a land of 
diamond.s. Already over §125',000,000 
worth have been discovered. In tho 
late wav_ one of the chiefs (Sacohuni) 
offered n' quart measure ifull of dia- 
monds for a cannon.. Claims Jof .31 
square feet have sold for $48,000 per 
claim. 

The minci are now worked by large 
coinpanie.-f. Tho largest is a French 
companj'. The manager informed m5 
that their expenses were 870,000 per 
month. They take out of their claims 
400 loads of dia'inondiferous earth per 
clay, worth on an average |;14.40 per 
load. There aro several otlier largo 
companies in the same mine. A mile 
and .a half from here is another mine 
called Old Do Biers' mine. Three 
miles further there is another one call- 
ed Du Toit's Pan ; and one mile from 
that is another called Bultfontein. All 
these are extensively worked by large 
companies. Bultfontein was originally 
a farm, on which was built a brick 
house j and on the discovery of dia- 
monds, the liouse was found to coUtain 
the precious gems in the plaster used 
to lay the briok nnd in the plastered 
walls, while the children played with 
what they called "the shiny stones." 
Tiiere has recently been a diamond mine 
discovered eight miles from 1/ere, called 
Oliphant's Fantein. Jl^imS to tho num- 
ber of 900 have been surveyed and sold 
in that mine, and people here aro wild 
with speculation. An acquaintance of 
mine bought claims in Jager'.s Fantein 



mine (forty miles from here) which coat 
him !R710, and in a siiort liino he was 
oflerBd $33,000 foi- said claims. So it 
seems that men are like bubbles, the 
world over ; some go up, and .some ex- 
plode financially, the explodingportion 
being by far the more nuraeroujkf. 

The Lord Mayor of Lonaou. 

Tho now Lord Mayor was tremend- 
ously cheered as'he passed, ^but his re- 
ception was nothing to that accorded to 
his predecessor, Sir Francis Wyatt 
Truscott, ono of tho most popular 
chief magistrates that have ever 
reigned in tho city.

He has be 
sides shown great tact and ability in the 
discharge of his duties, therein present- 
ing a striking contrast to liis immediate 
predecessor, Sir Oharlea Whetham, 
whose relations with his civic associates 
and the public were anything but happy. 
It is felt to bo somewhat hard that Sir 
Francis Truscott, after all his exertions, 
has not been awarded tho coveted hon- 
our of a baronetcy — ho is at present 
only a knight, a title .which dies with 
him — but this ' cpmpllment ho would 
doubtless have reoeived'if Ke had been 
a Radical instead of being, as he i.s, a 
staunch Torv.
